ready to provide all sorts of different business applications 
home work for national institutions set up to tap their talents 
such as foe Jordrni Technology Group (JTG) or for private fums 
eiteer specialized in development, such as tee Community De¬ 
velopment Group (CDG), or dealers which sell a certain com¬ 
puter model and provide software expertise and support in the 
lorm of in-company development. 

Like all other sectors of the Jordanian computer scene, soft¬ 
ware developers complain from numerous problems. The previ¬ 
ously mentioned lack of proper financial support is the most ap¬ 
parent, but another is weak market demand. It is true that there 
is a strong demand for business applications, but not much of i 
is for locally produced packages. 

Customers nave a prc-conccivcd idea teal software should be 
acquired at minimum cost and maximum satisfaction regardless 
of the effort, expertise and money pul into developing lhe soft¬ 
ware. This is unfair especially when one understands the com¬ 
plexity of the process of writing a software. Just imagine what 
changing m- altering one element in a program requires. To cli¬ 
ents, us just a matter of replacing one feature with another or 
simply omitting it. To programmers it's tec hellish experienced 
changing so many pans of tee program in such a way that it still 
runs properly. 

Market demand is highest when it comes to accounting and 
inventory software. Development teams usually depend on their 
sales of such software to small customers in order to finance the 
bigger projects. They push their talent and patience to the maxi¬ 
mum when working on such projects in order to produce very 
attractive pieces of software. These feats of ingenious program¬ 
ming are usually time and money consuming products which 
am supposed to be good enough to compete internationally. 
This, of course, requires foreign connections with international 
organizations to market tec software and involves quite legal ar¬ 
rangements such as copyrights and patents. 

Can wo claim the existence of Jordanian software housed 
Not really, because our developers are so caught up in small 
products with no particular Impact on the market in order to be 
able to pursue the more important bigger projects which take 
ages to complete anyway! Besides, once tnese important pro¬ 
jects arc completed they lack proper distribution. The best solu¬ 
tion for tec time being would be to build up a certain degree of 
trust between developers and customers, to gather more support 
for our talented programmers, to direct the attention of the big 
companies to these developers and consequendy guarantee the 
improvement of locally produced software and maybe even 
hardware! ■

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CB to decide fate of BCCI 

Shaikh Zayed's money empire may still prevail 



AMMAN (Star) — Hundreds of 
panicky depositors at the Bank 
of Credit and Commerce Interna¬ 
tional (BCCI) crowded the three 
Jordan branches on Tuesday in 
an unprecedented withdrawal 
spree. 

The Central Bank (CB) closed 
down the bank on Saturday for 
three days, one day after the 
Bank of England and other Euro¬ 
pean monetary authorities took 
control of the bank's operations 
and froze all its assets. Luxem¬ 
bourg banking authorities, where 
BCCI is registered, said that the 
bank was on the verge of finan¬ 
cial collapse. 

In Jordan Central Bank Gov¬ 
ernor Moi Jimmad Said Nabulsi 


assured BCCI clients that their 
deposits were protected. He said, 
in a television interview, that the 
Central Bank had taken precau¬ 
tionary measures some months 
before and had ordered the trans¬ 
fer of all BCCI foreign currency 
accounts, estimated at S30 mil¬ 
lion, to the Central Bank. 

Accordingly and as local au¬ 
thorities await a final decision 
on the future of the BCCI, local 
depositors, said to number 7000, 
were allowed to withdraw no 
more than JD 1000 (or its equiv¬ 
alent in foreign currency . if the 
account was in foreign currency) 
plus 25 per cent of the balance of 
their account. Foreign currency 
deposits were to be transferred to 


any other local bank of the 
client's choice. 

BCCI officials, who now work 
under the supervision of a Cen¬ 
tral Bank representative commit¬ 
tee, say they expect total with¬ 
drawals for the first phase to 
reach at least JD 6 million. Total 
foreign and JD deposits are esti¬ 
mated at JD 66 million, of which 
JD accounts amount to JD 36 
million. 

Chairman of BCCI in Jordan 
Mr Fakhri Bilbeisi has said that 
the bank has invested about JD 
26 million in loans and debit cur¬ 
rent accounts. Total investments, 
he told local newspapers, 
amounted to 32 per cent of total 
deposits.

Human rights 
casuality of 
political 
expediency: Al 

LONDON (Star) Governments 
around the world arc in danger 
of sabotaging the world's hopes 
for human rights," Amnesty In¬ 
ternational (Al) said Wednesday 
10 July in its 1991 annual report. 

"Some governments are fla¬ 
grantly torturing and killing — 
others are hypocritically con¬ 
demning some abuses but ignor¬ 
ing others when it suits them," 
the worldwide human rights or¬ 
ganization said. 

"We've seen human rights of¬ 
ten take a back seat to trade or 
diplomatic concerns," Amnesty 
International said, "and become 
the casualty of political expe¬ 
diency." 

The organization said that 
while the previously ignored ; 
abuses committed by Iraqi forces 
made headlines and topped the 
international agenda, the grave 
violations in other countries like 
Chad, China, Colombia, Mali, 
Myanmar and Turkey detailed in 
the 1991 annual report were of¬ 
ten given short shrift by govern¬ 
ments. 

In Israel and die Occupied Ter¬ 
ritories, some 25,000 Palestini¬ 
ans were arrested, including over 
4,000 who were held without 
charge or trial, the report said.. 
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I ATA opens Amman regional 
office; more talk of RJ's future

DEPUTY PRIME Minister, 
Minister of Transport and Com¬ 
munications, Ali Suheimat, and 
the International Air Transport 
Association (IATA) Director 
General Gunter Eser signed on 
Tuesday a memorandum of un¬ 
derstanding to move IATA's re¬ 
gional offices from Beirut to 
Amman. 

Mr Suheimat welcomed the 
move and called upon other in¬ 
ternational bodies to choose Am¬ 
man as their regional headquar¬ 
ters stressing on the Kingdom's 
central location. 

IATA was founded on 28 Au¬ 
gust 1919. The Hague with the 
primary objective of making air 
transport convenient and more 
acceptable to customers. For 20 
years, IATA members concen¬ 
trated on building a standardized 
international system, particularly 
in the technical, legal, airmail 
and timetable areas. 

IATA's Middle East regional 
office will be like a bridge be¬ 
tween the organization's head of¬ 
fice and member airlines, re¬ 
gional and international 
organizations, to serve member 
airlines and achieve IATA's ob¬ 
jectives. 

Meanwhile, the local press has 
again raised up the subject of 
Royal Jordanian (RJ) privatiza¬ 
tion. Al Rai daily said on 


Wednesday that the government 
is seriously studying the possibil¬ 
ities of selling the airline and 
turning it into a public sharehold¬ 
ing company within a month. 

Sources also told The Star that 
Sultanate of Brunai has informed 
the government of its willingness 
to buy into the new company 
shares worth $55 million, of 
which $20 million has been paid. 
Oman and a number of interna¬ 
tional companies have also ex¬ 
pressed their desire to join the 
company. 

The government plans to sell 
51 per cent of RJ shares to the 
public while retaining 8 per cent. 
The remaining 41 per cent will 
be offered to foreign investors. 

Al Rai said that if the RJ is 
sold into private hands, then five 
other companies will fill its place 
to handle in-flight services, duly 
free shops, the Queen Alia Inter¬ 
national Airport, food and bever¬ 
age services, training and main¬ 
tenance company, in addition to 
the airline itself. 

RJ's debts so far have been es¬ 
timated at $ 250 millions, but 
lately the national carrier has 
been improving its services and 
expanding its network. 

RJ will begin its Colombo, Sri 
Lanka, service on 17 July and 
plans to operate a service to To¬ 
ronto, Canada before the end of 
this year. ■

EVER SINCE 1959 Jordanian 
artist Muhanna Durra had been 
painting impressions of people 
arid abstracts with a particular 
affiniLy to blue colors. His aca¬ 
demic ability stems from gruel¬ 
ing training in fine arts in Italy 
and working wiih acclaimed art¬ 
ists such as the late Salvador 
Dali. To most, Durra is an art pi¬ 
oneer in Jordan and among the 
first professionals to guide a 
number of talented people into 
this field. Nabil Shchadeh and 
Omar Hamdan arc two of the art¬ 
ists Durra had taught and later 
helped launch into the world of 
art. Both have now been recog¬ 
nized not oily in Jordan, but 
abroad as well. 

Durra, who is now the subject 
of a book the author of which is 
the curator of the Modem Art 
Museum in Rome, continues to 
paint to this day, 11 years after 
he was appointed as Jordan's en¬ 
voy to the Arab League. At one 
stage in his life he was (he direc¬ 
tor general of the Department of 
Culture and Art in Jonhm. 

But in whatever job he occu¬ 
pies he always tries to infuse his 
artistic background. Whether he 
is in Rome, Tunis or Egypt 
(where is he is based now), Ins 
priority is to promote Arab heri¬ 
tage through art. Currently, he is 
on a working visit to Jordan for 
an exhibition he is holding in 
Cairo. 

To him, folklore is a solid 
statement that reflects the pres¬ 
ence of a certain people on a cer¬ 
tain piece of land. "Many Euro¬ 
peans believe that Palestine was 
an arid land, and that the Jews 
came and bought and cultivated 
the land. They believe that a 
small group of people, next to 
savages, inhabited this land. Un¬ 
fortunately, the Egyptians think 
this way, he says. This is why, 
he is. now trying to coordinate a 
Palestinian pavilion at the Opera 
House in Cairo, The artist has 
designed five basic studies 
which will be painted by sUi-

dents at the Academy of Fine 
Arts in Cairo. The five panels 
will be exhibited in October on 
the Day of Solidarity with the 
Palestinian People. 

The first panel is in green, sim¬ 
ply depicting a landscape and is 
accompanied by a David Roberts 
print of the Holy Land. This 
orientalist representation will 
show Palestine of the past. The 
second panel shows Palestinian 
peasants working in the field. 
The third portrays the arrival of 
European immigrants which ro- 
sulis, as also shown, in armed 
clash between ihc indigenous 
people and the intruding immi¬ 
grants. The last panel is of the 
Intifada and ihe Palestinian resis¬ 
tance. 

Films on ihe Intifada will be 
screened on that day while a 
fashion show of Palestinian cos¬ 
tumes will lake place. While in 
Amman Durra will meet with 


traditional costume collectors 
such as Mrs Widad Ka'war and 
ask for their participation in the 
Cairo show. 

Durra says that a Palestinian 
musician will play international 
pieces of music during the show. 
The ambassador wants to show 
die public that "those people be¬ 
ing killed in the Intifada arc hu¬ 
man beings whose culture is be¬ 
ing threatened." It is hoped that 
this show will be an internation¬ 
al event and tour different coun¬ 
tries of the world. 

Durra emphasized that during 
his attempts to promote ihc Arab 
culture he has found no resis¬ 
tance. He believes that "through 
art, a nation's soul is reflected." 
So, if one approaches people 
from this angle rather than 
shouting slogans at them and 
waving flags, the message will 
bo much more effective and less 
hostile, he says. 


The artist has already attempt¬ 
ed to address the public on this 
issue. In Rome n group of Arab 
artists living there held an exhi¬ 
bition at the Palazzo Vcnczi, a 
renowned exhibition hall. A 
book on these artists was com¬ 
piled and sent to international 
museums. The book was met 
with positive response, says 
Durra. He recalls that he wns 
warned many times dial if he 
tried to talk about the Palestinian 
Question abroad he would "be 
lorn to pieces."

WHILE PRESIDENT Bush is going 
through the diplomatic motions of trying 
to get the Iraqis to peacefully surrender 
their nuclear weapon-making equipment, 
many US officials arc beginning to conic 
around to the view that there is no diplo¬ 
matic solution for their Iraq problem.

export outlet. The repair of this pipeline 
would mean that Iraq could eventually 
move 1 million barrels per day to a Turk¬ 
ish port. 

Iraq's Gulf and Red Sea expon termi¬ 
nals were so badly damaged that it may 
be years until oil can be moved out in any 
significant quantities. Before expons can 
be resumed through the Gulf and through 
the IPSA pipeline system through Saudi 
Arabia to Yanbu on die Red Sea, the PS-1 
pump station south of Zubair must be re¬ 
built. This unit controls the flow of oil 
into the IPS pipeline as well as the line 
delivering oil to the Mina Al Bakr termi¬ 
nal on the Gulf, which before the war had 


an export capacity of 800,000 b/d. How¬ 
ever, this terminal also was badly dam¬ 
aged. 

The first step in economic reconstruc¬ 
tion must be the restoration of the nation's 
power grid.

The power losses also affect irrigation 
projects, the backbone of Iraqi agricul¬ 
ture. The UN mission reported that food 
supplies were "critically low" and that 
government stocks cannot be released to 
the needy because of damages to the dis¬ 
tribution system. 

Ever since the ill-fated Iraqi invasion of 
Kuwait, Baghdad has been losing about 
S80 million a day in oil export revenues. 
In the first half of 1990, the country was 
producing approximately 3.1 million b/d, 
close to maximum sustainable capacity, 
and exporting 2.7 million b/d. After Au¬ 
gust, production slumped to 400,000 b/d, 
barely sufficient to feed local refineries. 

US trade with the Near Eastern and 
North African Arab countries was headed 
for a banner year until the Iraqi invasion 
of Kuwait. If exports had continued at the 
rale of January-June 1990, the total of 
1989, $12.2 billion, would easily have 
been exceeded. "However, the 1990 total 
amounted to only SI 1.7 billion as a con¬ 
sequence of the loss of lucrative Iraqi and 
Kuwaiti markets. This occurred despite 
record-breaking American exports to Sau¬ 
di Arabia, Algeria and Morocco and 
steady flows of goods and services to 
Egypt and the Untied Arab Emirates. 

Primary export markets last year were: 
Saudi Arabia (S4 billion); United Arab 
Emirates ($ 998 million); Algeria ($948 
million); and Iraq ($732 million). 

Despite the poorer showing of US ex¬ 
ports, imports of Arab goods (mainly oil) 
totaled $18.5 billion a considerable in¬ 
crease over the 1989 figure of $14 billion. 
The larger Arab exporters were: Saudi 
Arabia ($10 billion); Iraq ($3 billion); Al¬ 
geria ($2.7 billion); and the United Arab 
Emirates ($889 million). ■

Black Gold or ... 

Oil that is. keeps our engines 
turning and makes the world go 
round. Oil is so important we 
can’t drive without having it in 
our engines. 

Ail drivers know this and yet 
for some unknown reason many 
don’t seem to know when they 
last had it changed. Some driver 
won’t even check their oil unless 
the oil light comes on. 

How often do we need to 
change our oil? At about every 
3,000 to 4,000 miles or every 
three to four months. And the oil 
filter needs to be changed at the 
time the oil is changed. 

When you change the oil you 
also should check all the fluids 
used in your car and inspect the 
air cleaner. 

Once you have completed an 
oil change or any maintenance 
on your car, you need to record 
all the work in your car’s log. A 
small notebook that will fit in 
your glove box works well. 

Keeping a log of the oil 
changes and work done to your ! 
car allows you to check when the ] 


■ next oil change needs to be done.' 
Put notes in the log. and record 
dates, mileage when the work 
was completed, and where the 
servicing was done. 

Not only will this help you in 
taking care of your car, it can 
mean more money when you sell 
your car if you can show a log to 
the new buyer.

A . My first reaction is to 
wonder what it is that your 
daughter does to invoke such a 


negative reaction from her con¬ 
temporaries. I’ll guess she may 
be somewhat of an instigator, 
thus illiciting taunting and teas¬ 
ing and sometimes physcal abuse 
from those around her. 

I wonder, too, if B he behaves 
this way to get some much-need¬ 
ed attention. If your daughter 
feels neglected, she may be act¬ 
ing in this unpleasant manner to 
get the attention for which she i B 
starved. If so, the answer to the 
problem starts in your home. 
You must make sure Bhe is treat¬ 
ed with love and affection (al¬ 
though not showered with 
insincere emotion).

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, Cucumber Salads 

I Cucumbers are. a refreshing 
vegetable that make perfect 
complementary dishes during 
the heat of summer.

3/4 tsp. sugar 

Clean, peel and slice cucum¬ 
bers, and cut tomatoes into 
wadges.

Place 
vegetables in a large bowl, and 
top with dill, pepper and salt. 
Toss lightly, and refrigerate for 
25-30 minutes. Gently turn in 
yogurt, vinegar and sugar. Place 
in a sealed container, and chill 
for at least two-three hours, pref¬ 
erably overnight. 

* You may prefer to use sour 
cream, but I use yogurt to reduce 
the fat content.

2 cucumbers, sliced 

1 cup honeydew or cantaloupe, 
diced 

3 cups creamed small-curd 
cottage cheese 

1 cup chopped nuts 

Paprika 

Lettuce 

Clean, peel and slice cucum¬ 
bers, and dice fruit into about 
one-inch cubes. Combine with 
cottagB cheese and nuts, and mix 
well. Place large leaves of lettuce 
on a small plate. Spoon mixture 
into center of lettuce leaves. 
Sprinkle lightly with paprika, 
and refrigerate for about an 
hour.

For an insider's view of Pales¬ 
tinian life, one could do worse 
ihan turn to the recent posthu¬ 
mous English translation of 
Ghassan Kanafani's 'All That's 
Left to You: A Novella and Oth¬ 
er Stories." 

Kanafani participated in the 
1948 exodus, at Israeli gunpoint, 
of the Palestinians from their 
homes, soon to be occupied by 
Israelis. As a Palestinian journal¬ 
ist and activist, Kanafani wit¬ 
nessed and personally participat¬ 
ed in the subsequent struggles of 
his people, until he and his niccc 
were killed in 1972 by a bomb 
planted in his car in Beirut. 

While there arc certainly hints 
of his passionate commitment, in 
this collection he seems to have 
subordinated his role as a politi¬ 
cally active journalist to that of 
an artist liberally exercising his 
poetic license. 

It ought to be said also that 
Kanafani is perfectly aware of 
instances in which the reader's 
credulity is tested. In an author's 
note to the first story, for in¬ 
stance, he warns the reader about 
the lack of any "clear distinction 
between places and times which 
arc far removed from each other, 
or indeed between places and 
times at a single moment." As 
Kanafani goes on to say, "The 
difficulty implicit in making 
ones way through a world which 
is jumbled in this fashion is one 
that is freely acknowledged." 

This caveat might well stand 
for the entire collection. For one 
thing, the "jumbling" of space 
and-iparticularly—time is a per¬ 
sistent and even obsessive 
Death in Kanafani's

hospital bed, having been struck 
down by a car, unable or unwill¬ 
ing to respond to the doctors and 
nurses attending him. The read¬ 
er, however, has access to his fa¬ 
talistic reflections and flashbacks: 

“If his father was informed of 
what had happened he would 
smash the car. But what was the 
use now? They would never 
know that the car had intended 
to hit him, and had mounted the 
pavement in order to do so.” 

The car, the reader learns, has 
a sinister history. It is the same 
car which his lather’s neighbor 
had hired for the marriage of the 
neighbor's son. The father of the 
narrator had prepared a drum for 
the wedding, but had not even 
received an invitation. Already 
embittered by the displacement 
of the tradition of a wedding pro¬ 
cession with drummers by the 


new fashion for closed wedding 
cars, the drummer stones the car 
and almosl kills the driver. Now 
it is that same car that has be¬ 
come the nemesis of the drum¬ 
mer's son. 

Instead of struggling against 
fate, the narrator luxuriates in 
the futility of struggle as he lies 
between life and death: "He was 
unwilling to relinquish the sense 
of euphoric numbness that 
coursed sluggishly through his 
veins. How terrifying it all 
seemed.... The black viper ad- 
, vanccd, slow, cruel, repulsive, 
then plunged into the small pool 
of blood and began to lick the 
red liquid with a long, thin 
tongue.' 

Kanafani's obsession with jusL 
such liminal states gives the sto¬ 
ries their lautness and energy. 
Characters find themselves in 


some twilight zone of space and 
lime bcLwccn life and death, be¬ 
tween reality or dream, or be¬ 
tween reality and fiction. 

A reader may find it hard to 
distinguish, sometimes, between 
a real or a fabulous landscape, as 
when Kanafani personifies Time 
and the Desert as sentient and 
malicious entities, or when he 
describes empty towns with chi¬ 
merical "Black asphalt mirror 
[ingl the reflection of naked 
trees in large silver pools" and 
streets "stretching to infinity." 
Indeed, Kanafani's style leans so 
far toward a mythical lyricism 
that his fictional universe seems 
to lake on a harrowing hyper- 
reality. 

If it is hard to tell where fic¬ 
tion begins and ends in that 
world, that is just how Kanafani 
seems lo want it, It is as though 
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he were holding a mirror up to 
his own art. In "The Death of 
Bed 12," the central character, a 
patient in a hospital, writes a let¬ 
ter describing the death of Mu¬ 
hammad Ali Akbar in an adja¬ 
cent bed. Feeling a closeness to 
the dead man, the narrator had 
"formed a complete story about 
him, for myself," which he tells 
in his letter. At the end, the nar¬ 
rator recounts his discovery of 
what seems to him an uncanny 
correspondence between the fic¬ 
tion he has spun and what he has 
discovered are the facts. Kanafa¬ 
ni is always jusi self-conscious 
enough in his writing to prevent 
such moments Grom slipping into 
absurdity. 

Kanafani's fictional imagina¬ 
tion can occasionally seem exag¬ 
gerated or fevered. Perhaps it can 
be understood, however, as a re¬ 
sponse to, if not as a representa¬ 
tion of, what must be the almost 
unbearable reality of the dispos¬ 
sessed Palestinian people. ■

WHAT IS a composer^ Have 
you got what iL takes to become 
one? Can you become a compos- 
cr? If for adults lhe very idea 
may sound far-fetched or even 
unthinkable, for children at the 
Orthodox Club's summer camp iL 
was fun, and quite confidently 
did they set out lo explore their 
musical abilities. 

The camp has attracted about 
150 children, between the ages 
of 6 and 15. Its objectives are 
quite down-to-earth: To organize 
and supervise the children dur¬ 
ing the long summer holiday, 
and to channel their boundless 
energy not only in physical out¬ 
lets (swimming, tennis, etc), but 
also into something creative. 
And this is what the club's music 
course was all about. 

The theme of the one-week 
music course, initiated by and 
coordinated with the National 
Music Conservatory, was music 
composition. The objective was 
to try lo compose the camp's an¬ 
them. The anthem’s words were 
written by Mr Beni Zabanch, au¬ 
thor of tne Orthodox Club’s an-, 
them. , 

"It is really quite simple," says j 
Ms Shirecn Abu Khader, music 
club instructor. "All you need is 
a verse or a poem and you put it 
into music.” She successfully put 
this idea to lest. "But to do this 
one must know the basics in mu¬ 
sic." So she boldly embarked on 
the step-by-step method of intro¬ 
ducing these basics to her stu¬ 
dents. Ms Shircen remarks, "I 
am not kidding myself. Of 
course we do not expect children 
to gel .ioo serious abouL lhe pro¬ 
ject. After all, they arc on holi¬ 
day. 1 ' But being on holiday docs 
not necessarily mean culling 
one's self off mentally. She first 
acquainted the children with 
simple instruments: Tambourine, 
triangle and xylophone, them 
she explained to them how they 
worked. She then introduced 
rhythm which proved to be an 
easy task, since Arabs, in gener¬ 
al, are known to have an inborn 
sense of rhythm (through their 
traditional music). 

Then Ms Abu Khader moved 


on to the next step^— melody :a 
She took the children on a ''ajs- 
covery" trip into the sound of 
music by playing a musical 


piece on a piano and then dis¬ 
cussed with them the "feel" of 
music. She would play, for ex¬ 
ample a sad piece, then a lively 
piece, and the children would de¬ 
scribe the feelings those pieces 
evoked. One said, "1 thought I 
was in a deep forest, and it was 
scary." Another verbalized her 
feelings through body move¬ 
ment 

After building up more confi¬ 
dence in the children, Ms Abu 
Khader moved on to the concept 
of composing. She demonstrated 
the connection between rhythm 1 
and melody, and after establish¬ 
ing this relationship, she let the 
children experiment with a short 
verse being put into a tune. Thev 
collectively achieved a nice bal¬ 
ance between the two and be¬ 
lieve it or not — a song was 
created! 

Of course, dial was only a : 
sample of musical creativity, but 
it proved Ms Abu Khader, who 
has just completed her first year 
of music education at the Obcr- 
lin Music College, Ohio, right: 
The knowledge of basics is a 
foundation on which one can 
build a simple piece of music or 
go further into something more 
sophisticated. She is curremly 
back home on holiday and glad¬ 
ly accepted to "experiment" mu¬ 
sic-making with children. 

"I do not expect the kids lo sit 
still for too long on holidays, but 
they can still broaden their hori¬ 
zon through playing," she says. 
And if not all the participants 
learned something about music 
during dial week, at least it was 
an *car-opencr" for some, and 
that is a good start! 

Asked about her role as a mu- - 
slq teacher, Ms Abu Khader ex-. 
pressed her eagerness about the 
right approach in teachers' train¬ 
ing. "A teachers," she says, "is 
not just a well-trained, musically 
educated person. He or she must 
know a lot about child psycholo¬ 
gy. be patient widi children. 
Whether a teacher gives group or 
private lessons, ho or sne must 
try to reach each child on indi¬ 
vidual basis, and bring out a stu¬ 
dents potential." 

The Orthodox Club experi- 
- ment is a good example or the 
simple approach to complex 
matters. It shows that learning 
can be maid an enjoyable experi¬ 
ence. After all, simplicity and 
genius are only one step apart. ■
